Docs anybody know 
or care what books, if any, were used 
by Socrates, Plato, .\ristutlc, Cume- 
niua, Pestaloaai, Froehel or Parker? 

Their pupils wore sheep, whom the 
shepherds not only fed. but led into 

green pastures where they could feed 
themaelves. The old system of me- 
nu in /.at ion is jiassing away with the 
rod by which it wu- stiuiulated. Un- 
der the new methods initiation and 
not imitation is the keynote. The 
old way was easier because it was 
mechaiiioal. Its resulte were maeh 
like thu music of the organ grinder, 
The instrument on which the modern 
teacher iiiii'<t know how to play is 
the harp of a thouaaud strings found 
in the nature of every child eommii- 
ted to his care. How can he aao- 
oessfuUy do this without au adequala 
training and where eaa tkia he had 
savi; in a properly arruagod Bad oqtdj^ 
pod Normal school."
